into the air because it is pro pelled. It 
is heav ier than air. If the mo to r sto ps 
the bird-like * airship crashes to the 
g ro und. 
But ev en aero planing has beco me a 
well-defined science, and the element 
o f dang er in it is g reatly reduced. Ac­ 
cidents no wr are attributed to careless­ 
ness o r ig no rance to a larg e ex tent. It 
is o nly the v ery newest fo rms o f this 
spo rt that no w attracts the g reatest 
attentio n—that o f nav ig ating with the 
hy dro -aero plane—that o f jumping fro m 
the air do wn to the surface o f the 
water, and then rising ag ain into the 
air. 
This feat has been acco mplished but 
rarely . One o f the mo st famo us flig hts 
was made by McCurdy , who attempted 
to nav ig ate the air fro m Key West to 
Hav ana, and who alig hted in the wa­ 
ter just o utside Hav ana harbo r. Dem­ 
o nstratio ns we.re also made at the 
Cataline islands fo r the nav y . 
These 
two mark the mo st no ted attempts o f 
the kind, and bo th were perfo rmed far 
away fro m the inland, and to a larg e

That woman is a lower order of be­ 
ing than man and that she has not de­ 
veloped as rapidly from the barbaric 
tstate as man is asserted by Dr. Dud­ 
ley A. Sargent, head of the department 
of physical culture at Harvard, direc­ 
tor of the Sargent Gymnasium For 
Women, 
in 
Cambridge, 
and 
well 
known as a writer upon subjects per­ 
taining to women's development. 
“Woman is nearer the savage state 
than man,” says Dr. Sargent. 
-‘Her 
development is more primitive than 
man’s, just as the Indian is more prim­ 
itive than the white man. 
“Woman being biologically more of a 
barbarian than man, she has a greater 
proportion of physical endurance. She 
can undergo many strains that a man 
cannot. 
“Women accumulate energy, while 
men expend if. Women have been de­ 
veloping their muscles, while men have 
been developing their brains. 
“Woman is nearer to nature. She Is 
a lower type of organism. But when it 
comes to a case of withstanding cold 
or hunger or thirst or any physical pri­ 
vation of this sort a woman can out­ 
last a man in nine cases out of ten. 
“It is foolish to go on the principle, 
therefore, that women must be kept 
from all labor and all exercise and be 
taken care of as though they were 
pets.

J a p a n e se Niece Pr o sp e c ti v e H e ir e ss as 
Result of Cousin’s Death. 
The recent death of George II. Mor­ 
gan, cousin of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
makes it probable that a large share 
of the Morgan millions will be enjoyed 
by a Japanese woman. 
The prospective heiress is the aristo­ 
cratic oriental beauty, Mrs. Yuki-Kate 
Morgan, whom George Dalton Morgan 
married in 1904 at Yokohama on his 
trip around the world. George Dalton 
Morgan is tile son of George H. Mor­ 
gan, \vbo married his cousin, J. Pier­ 
pont Morgan’s sister. 
Young Morgan is now in Japan. 
There were reports one time that the 
marriage did not meet the complete 
approval of the elder Mr. Morgan.

alleged to have been a party to the 
act. 
Collector Loeb has placed In the 
hands of United States District Attor­ 
ney Wise evidence which will be sub­ 
mitted to the federal grand jury one 
week from Wednesday, and will urge 
that both Allen and Collins be in­ 
dicted. 
“Mrs. Jenkins” and her gems first 
came into public notice two years ago 
when she reported they 
had been 
stolen from her hotel. Now the same 
Mrs. Jenkins has come back wiA her 
jewels again in her possession and 
lodged 
information 
with 
Collector 
Loeb to the effect that the greater 
part of the trinkets were given to her 
by the admiring bitt aged millionaire, 
and that the millionaire brought them 
In from Europe with a certain forget­ 
fulness of the need of paying the gov­ 
ernment’s stipend, amounting to prob­ 
ably a good deal over $100,000. 
For weeks the subordinates of Col­ 
lector Loeb have been working on the 
ease under the direction of Deputy 
Surveyor Richard Parr. According to 
the custom authorities Mrs. Jenkins 
^covered the jewels some time after 
their disappearance In 1909. The re­ 
covery was accomplished through a 
private detective agency. 
* 
It seems that information was pri­ 
vately given out after the jewels van­ 
ished in 1909 that this agency had the 
means of securing their return. 
Mrs. 
Jenkins employed the agency and the 
Jewels came back. As far as the cus­ 
toms officials 
know, they have not 
been “stolen” from Mrs. Jenkins since 
then, and she very recently had them 
in her possession.

Jenkins, lived in other cities than New 
York, including New Orleans, Chicago 
and Memphis.

palities. 
This will 
m ean th at the 
state health board may, if it elects, 
nam e inspectors to investigate sani­ 
tary condition of places w here food is 
kept, in every quarter of the state or 
to investigate the purity of food pro­ 
ducts. 
It is stated th at, under the provi­ 
sions of the cold storge regulation act, 
passed by the last legislature, it is 
m ade the duty of the state board of 
health to enforce its provisions, and 
th e state food and drug com m issioner 
and the food inspectors are given 
power to enter buildings and m ake in­ 
spections. 
“The duty enjoined ujjon the state 
board of health,” says the opinion, “to 
enforce th e provisions of said act, im­ 
pliedly, at least, gives it the power to 
appoint necessary inspectors to en­ 
force the sam e.” 
U nder the provisions of an 
act 
passed by th e general assem bly of 
19 09 the ex penses incidental to the 
J appointm ent and the m aintenance of
